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By contrast, this invention is concerned with the construction of 
the pontoons that have a specific shape and can be made in the manner 
of a hybrid hull construction as disclosed. Claim 20 clearly sets forth the 
construction of the mid-section which includes a steel frame with 
composite skin and steel double-hull construction. 

Risking the danger of oversimplification, Harley basically 
addresses shapes of the pontoons while claim 20 sets forth the hybrid 
construction of a catamaran where hybrid refers to the use of two 
materials; that is, composite and steel. 

Accordingly, reconsideration of the rejection of claim 20 is 
respectfully requested.
